Servian cavalry opposed the Austrian advance but 


were driven back upon the position occupied by the 
infantry. 


This point was shelled by Austrian artillery on the 


Bosnian side of the river and when the Servians were 
compelled to retreat they were pursued by the Aus- 
trians in force. 


The Tageszeitung states that the Servians lost 


800 men while the Austrian casualties were 200. 


The prisoners taken by the Austrians were said 


to number 4000. 


The battle began when the Austro-Hungarian 


troops began to cross the Drina river.
